FINANCIAL STATEMENTS

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REPORT OF THE POLICE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1969. 

I would like to break precedence this year by first extending 
the appreciation of the members of the Police Department to 
those people who cooperated in promptly reporting suspicious 
persons or activities to us. 

Richmond, like all other towns, with many summer homes 
which are closed during the winter is experiencing the curse 
rather than the blessing of the snowmobiles. Places which have 
never been accessible during the winter are now easily reached 
with these vehicles. They leave no tracks which can be identified 
and furthermore the breaks are not even discovered until weeks 
or even months later. We would urge you to keep alert to this 
problem and take time to look the second time at an unusual 
situation. 

Let us again remind you that it is unlawful to leave the 
scene of an accident or to fail to report it immediately. This is 
for your protection as well as others. 


During the year the back roads have been patrolled. There 
were only 14 breaks reported in Richmond during this time. 
This is a decrease of 11 over the previous year. This would 
seem to indicate that patrolling has helped to control this 
perennial problem. 


Officers have stood duty at the Four Corners for the race 
track traffic, school bus, and the Town Beach was patrolled 
during the summer. 


Your police were on duty at the scene of 22 accidents, 
transported 3 emergencies to the hospital, and delivered 6 
emergency messages. 


An officer stood duty at four fires and parked cars at two 
public functions. 


Delinquent dog taxes were collected and 20 stray dogs and 
cats were picked up. 


In cooperation with other law enforcement officers we 
served 3 summons, appeared in court, located 2 stolen ears, 
and assisted the Sheriff’s Department 4 times.

Your officers were called to investigate 41 disturbances 
including among others shooting at night, unrestrained animals 
in gardens, open wells, disturbances of peace in addition to in- 
vestigating 9 cars left beside the roads. 


The Department cooperated on eall with Civilian Defense 
and the Health Officer. 


Your officers traveled over 3000 miles in 1969 to help pre- 
serve the peace and provide protection. 


Mr. Roger Carrier was added to the force at the beginning 
of the summer. 


Chief Heise, Chief Deputy Packard and Officer Van Brocklin 
completed the Cheshire County Police Training School in April.

Brinkman who was then State Civil Defense Director. Then on 
May 21, 1958 he was appointed by the Selectmen of the Town 
of Richmond, Chairman Harry Bennett, Ralph Whitney, and 
Erie Ostlund as Civil Defense Director for the Town of Rich- 
mond, N. H. On Nov. 26, 1961 he was appointed State Chemical, 
Biological and also Radiological Instructor.

20, 1962, he was appointed member of the State Advisory Board, 
of Medical Self Help.

To the Selectmen : 


Our community shared very favorably in holding to better 
health laws this past year. 


Nuisance complaints which cover a large share of our prob- 
lems were very few by comparison to recent years. However 
those that were brought to the attention of your representative 
were found to be of a hidden nature, until weather conditions 
hastened it to be noticed. This is definitely carelessness. Condi- 
tions of this nature prompt a warning to all residents to be 
absolutely sure there is proper kitchen and bathroom drainage 
provided for their home. 


Communicable diseases were held down by the cooperation 
of innoculation at the schools. 


Owners of cattle and horses who reside in congested areas 
such as the center of town were notified to dispose of manure 
in a correct manner to eliminate the breeding of flies.

Several children bitten by dogs were treated, and the dog 
restrained for ten days to assure that the animal was not sick 
with rabies. 


If you see a fox or raccoon acting rather strangely, espe- 
cially coming close to you or walking in circles, notify your 
health representative or the police at once. This animal is very 
ill and must be destroyed. It is rabid. Two such raccoons were 
taken to the Humane Society this past year, picked up on Route 
119 and to be found very dangerous, although appearing very 
tame. 


Several investigations were made for the State Welfare 
office, in regard to adoption of children in to local homes. 


The town beach was checked weekly during the swimming 
season and found to be clean and well kept at all times. 


I regret to resign my post as Health Representative for the 
town. I have enjoyed working for the people and with the 
people. Everyone has been very cooperative.

The Cemetery Committee of the Richmond Planning Board 


presented the following recommendations: proposed regulations, 
and estimates to the Selectmen for preparation of a portion of 
the Earl Howard Memorial Cemetery Extension for use in 1970. 
Since our cemeteries have very little unused space available, it 
is most important that all of us consider their proposals and 
decide what action we will take to provide for the future. 


1. 


Planning Board Cemetery Committee Recommendations 


That a 100’x 184’ section of the Earl Howard Memorial 
Cemetery Ext. be prepared for use in 1970. 
(Map shows lots, roads, and the relationship of this sec- 
tion to the remainder of the EHMCE and the South 
Cemetery.) 


That a reasonable amount be charged for the lots in the 
EHMCE; the recommended Resident lot charge to be $25 
for each grave contained therein. 


Residents Non-Residents 


Double lot (2) $ 50 $100 
Family lot (3) 75 150 
Family lot (4) 100 200 


The money received from the sale of the lots is to be invested 
and the income is to be used for the perpetual care and 
maintenance of the EHMCE. Individual trust funds for 
additional care and maintenance may be accepted by the 
town for the cemetery or for a specific lot or lots. 


If at any time the income should prove to be insufficient to 
provide reasonable care and maintenance due to an increase 
in the cost of said care and maintenance, and there are un- 
sold lots in the EHHMCH, the town may vote to increase the 
charge for the remaining lots in the EHMCE. | 


That two roads be made through the existing stone walls, 
one on the eastern side, and the other by the Earl Howard 
lot as shown on the map. And the stone wall on the eastern 
side be repaired, and a row of suitable shrubs be planted on 
the southern side.

4. That the lots be numbered and appropriate markers be 
placed on each lot to aid in the keeping of accurate records. 


5. That a sign of durable material be placed at the entrance 
to the South Cemetery, the Mid-Town Cemetery, and the 
EHMCE. 


§. That a plastic trash barrel be placed at a convenient location 
in the Mid-Town Cemetery, the EHMCH, and the South 
Cemetery. 


Proposed Regulations 
for the Earl Howard Memorial Cemetery Extension 


1. Any monument stone placed on a lot is to be at the back of 
the lot with the monument facing the service road for that 
lot. 


2. Head stones shall be level with the ground. 
3. All caskets shall be enclosed in a vault of durable material. 
4. Lots shall be level with no mounding of graves permitted. 


Fences, statues, ornaments, trees, shrubs, or perennial plants 
are not permitted on any lot.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too many fires. 
Carelessness in burning trash and discarding smoking material and 
children playing with fire caused most of the fires. Your Forest Fire 
Warden's job would be easier if everyone understood the State laws 
that govern the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws 
follow: 


FIRE PERMIT 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland 
anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This includes household 
waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as 
well as brush burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 


EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under normal 
conditions with permission of the District Chief and a permit from the 
Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with 
permission of the Fire Warden. On another's property with written per- 
mission of the landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The 
Warden can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking 
fires in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the 
Laconia Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in 
public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for 
this purpose. 

PENALTIES 


1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 fine; or 
imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 


2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall 
endanger woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s 
imprisonment. 

3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before leav- 
ing it the same penalties as in (1) above. 


4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland, maximum 
fine is $25.00. 
Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep our 
town free from smokes in 1970.
